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3A. TUESDAY NYTIMES HAD GENEVA SPECIAL REPORTING WESTERN

BREZHNEV HAVING PROPOSED THAT DATE IN LETTERS TO GISCARD 
WILSON SCHMIDT MORO. SPECIAL SAID 35 COUNTRIES HAVE BEEN 
NEGOTIATING SINCE SEPTEMBER 1973, SOVIET UNION MAINLY 
CONCERNED WITH SEEING ADOPTED A SET OF PRINCIPLES THAT

3B. TUESDAY BALTSUN PARKS MOSCOW REPORTED SOVIET-LED 
WARSAW PACT YESTERDAY PROMISED INCREASED FLEXIBILITY ON 

THE UNRESOLVED ISSUES AT CSCE AS MOSCOW SOUGHT A JUNE 
SUMMIT, ADDING KADAR SAID IN BUDAPEST THAT THE SOCIALIST 
COUNTRIES ARE PREPARED TO WORK WITH ALL FLEXIBILITY FOR 
AGREEMENT ON ALL BASIC QUESTIONS PERTAINING TO THE 
BASIC PRINCIPLES OF EUROPEAN SECURITY AND COOPERATION. 

EAST EUROPEAN SOURCES SAID THIS WAS INTENDED AS A 
PLEDGE OF GOODWILL AND COOPERATION TO RESOLVE ISSUES IN 
TIME FOR JUNE SUMMIT. AFTER MENTIONING BREZHNEV LETTER 
PARKS SAYS WESTERN DIPLOMATS IN GENEVA, LIKE THEIR 
COLLEAGUES IN MOSCOW, EXPRESSED SERIOUS DOUBTS THAT 
THE COMMITTEES WORKING OUT THE PRINCIPLES COULD FINISH 
THEIR WORK IN NEXT FOUR TO SIX WEEKS IN ORDER TO ALLOW A 
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SHORT BREAK BEFORE THE CONCLUDING SUMMIT. ONE SENIOR 
WEST EUROPEAN DIPLOMAT IN MOSCOW SAYING DIFFERENCES ARE 
NOT TOO WIDE TO BE RESOLVED BUT ARE TOO NUMEROUS TO BE

3C. WEDNESDAY BALTSUN OISHI BONN SAID WESTERN EUROPEAN 
GOVERNMENTS HAVE REACTED WITH CAUTION TO JUNE 30 PROPOSAL, 
BUT BREZHNEV'S LETTERS APPEARED TO HAVE PROMPTED THE 
NINE COMMON MARKET CHIEFS TO JOINTLY ENDORSE, AT LEAST IN 
PRINCIPLE, THE SOVIET PROPOSAL FOR A SUMMIT MEETING. 

OISHI SAID SOURCES IN BONN LONDON GENEVA WERE UNABLE TO

LETTER. ADDING THAT GISCARD S REPLY SAID SUMMIT POSSIBLE 
BEFORE END OF FIRST HALF OF THIS YEAR PROVIDED MORE PRO- 
GRESS WAS MADE IN GENEVA, ALSO THAT THE DUBLIN COMMART 
POSITION WAS CHIEFS SOUGHT QUOTE BALANCED AND SATISFAC- 
TORY RESULTS ON ALL THE SUBJECTS ON GENEVA AGENDA 
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UNQUOTE, THIS FORMULATION BEING TOUGHER THAN THE NIXON- 
BREZHNEV AGREEMENT ENDORSED BY FORD AT VLADIVOSTOK, 
ACCORDING OISHI, BUT REPRESENTED PROGRESS FROM SOVIET 
POINT OF VIEW BECAUSE IT WAS FIRST TIME COMMART CHIEFS 
HAD JOINTLY INDICATED WILLINGNESS FOR A SUMMIT. 

3D. WEDNESDAY BALTSUN ALSO HAD LONGISH WASHINGTON SPE- 
CIAL, HEADED US WANTS CONCESSIONS FOR SUMMIT, STORY 
SAYING US OFFICIALS REJECTED SOVIET PRESSURE AND SAID 
FORD WILL NOT AGREE TO HELSINKI SUMMIT UNLESS MORE 
OUTSTANDING ISSUES ARE SETTLED IN ADVANCE, WHEREAS STATE 
DEPARTMENT SPOKESMAN SAID ADMINISTRATION WAS CONFIDENT
